COST OF WAR IN “GOLD” 


INCOME TAX DODGER 

The newspapers carried a story 
from Ottawa recently to the effect 
that the Kovernnient "is nur.sin;j cer¬ 
tain companies in Canada that have 
not paid their income tax,” says the 
Calgary Herald. It wodld bo inter¬ 
esting to know who thea-e companies 
are and why the government is nurs¬ 
ing them. When Mr.Average Man 
pays his income tax he .should be able 
to feel that while he has to pay it 
others have to pay a corresponding 
amount to the dominion trea.“ury. The 
unimporant individual may be ever so 
hard up, but the government does not 
nurse him. He has to dig up the mo¬ 
ney. Who paid ' the income tax last 
year will be of interest to most people. 
By classes it was distributed a.s fol- 
’ lews:

It is easy to see who gets “hit” by 
the income tax. It is the “employes” 
who pay heaviest toll and are subject' 
to conditions which cannot affect most 
others in the income tax paying class. 
Last year 208,360 of the 281,182 pay¬ 
ers of this impo.st upon “income” were 
registered as employes, and of this 
number 52 per cent had incomes under 
$6,000 per annum. How many of those- 
employes would be protected by the 
government if they failed to pay their 
income tax ? On what grounds does 
the government protect the non-pay¬ 
ing Corporation'and haul to court and 
fine the non paying retail merchant or 
the man in an office? This is a tax 
that should be enforced as definitely 
on one class as on another. The gov¬ 
ernment should make some explana¬ 
tion of that statement from Ottawa. 

TAG DAY DISCLOSURES 

There wdll be careful scrutiny in fu¬ 
ture of the financial statement of any 
organizations which are allowed to 
hold tag days in Hamdbon, Ont., fol¬ 
lowing the discovery that recently one 
body held a tag day and out of $1,000 
collected only $100 reached the orga¬ 
nization. This was disclo.sed at a meet¬ 
ing of the board of control whdn thre<' 
applications for tag days were receiv¬ 
ed. It then came out that the.-e tag 
days have been the subject of much 
criticism at soldiers’ meetings, at pne 
of which Controller Davis was pres¬ 
ent. He said the meeting was inform¬ 
ed that on a tag day only sixty per 
if the amount raised went to the 

j>e for which the drive had been 
staged. “That’s nothing,” rt'sponded 
Controller Tope, “I have seen the re¬ 
port of a tag day which showed that 
$1,000 was collected and only $100" 
went to the cause for which it wa.s 
held.” The board then decided that in 
future no application would be con- 
.sidered ur^ss the organization sub¬ 
mitting iFoJ.so sent in a financial 
statement of its previous ' tag daya| 
when such had been held. It has also 
been stated in the newspapers that 
$100 of the receipts of a recent tag 
day were stated to have been lost and 
that other amounts disappearing have 
been accounted for in the same way. 

Canada spent $17,500,000 on de¬ 
fence during the last fiscal year, in¬ 
cluding $4,000,000 on demobilization. 
New Zealand spent $3,685,000 and 
South Africa $5,390,000. 

’The wheat export total for April 
reached 6,302,670 bushels. This brings 
the grand total of the 1923-24 season 
ta 42,803,000 bushels. Future book¬ 
ings as at present rcgi.stered at the 
Vancouver Merchants^'JlxSTrange are 
Just ten millions bringing the season’s 
shipment and bookings to more than 
the 60,000,000 bushel mark. 


According to a .statement i.^^sued in 
behalf of the Bankers’ Trust Compa¬ 
ny of New York, by Harvey E. Fi.sk, 
the cost of the recent world war, in 
terms of “gold” dollars was $80,680,- 
000,000. ' Of this total $56,184,000,000 
was the cost of the Allied and Associ- 
t-ted Powers, or 69.64 per cent., and 
$24,497,000,000 the, cost of the Central 
powers, or 30.36 per cent. Of the gross 
total at the close of 1919, about three 
per cent came from taxation, and 83% 
per cent was provided for by borrow¬ 
ing at home, and 13% per cent by bor- 
towing abroad. The cost to the Brit¬ 
ish Empire was $21,228,000,000 and to 
the United States $12,296,000,000. 
Eighty billion dollars is fifty per cent 
more than the total costs of govern¬ 
ment in Great Britain from the time 
of the revolution of 1688 to the year 
1914.

British buyers were satisfied with 
the shipments of Canadian grain re¬ 
ceived last year, according to evidence 
.submitted to the Royal Grain Com¬ 
mission at Winnipeg. One witness 
.said that his company had shipped 
18,000,000 bushels of wheat to thi 
United Kingdom last year, and not a 
single complaint had been registered.

Sheep receipts at Calgary light and 
prices nominally quoted on lambs up 
to $13,257 fat wethers $12 and fat

Grain markets have not been just as 
satisfactory this week as they were 
the previous report, but holding up 
not too badly. The- buying demand 
from the old country is not so active. 
Seeding conditions have made wonder¬ 
ful progress in Alberta and there are 
a large number of districts where the 
wheat Ls all seeded and a start made I 
on the other grains and preparations 
made for putting in something for 
forage. The ground -is generally in 
good condition, but rain would not do 
any harm in several districts. 

Creamery butter—Alberta prices on 
prints and cartons dropped this week 
.to 34@35c, on the No. 1 grade and 30 
((i>31c on No. 2. Car lots are hard to 
place, and the last sales reported were 
at 29%c, Alberta points; the cost mar¬ 
ket is plugged Vvith consignee cai-s and 
little hope of cleaning up to advant¬ 
age; Montreal shipments not rolling 
yet. Dairy butter—Receipts still light 
and ready .sales for any shipments; 
dealers quote .straight receipts 15@ 
I6c; fancy table grade at markets 25c. 
Butterfat—All grades down Ic, Ed¬ 
monton and Calgary; special 29c; No. 
1 27c; No. 2 24c; off grade 19c; pro¬ 
duction increasing. Milk—Distribut¬ 
ors at Edmonton buying for some time 
at $2.10 and Calgary likely to come 
down from $2.20 mark any day. 
Cheese prices unchanged and factories 
.starting in^OT big sea.son; milk prices 
revised in Irhe with lower cream price. 

Egg prices unchanged at 17, 16, 12 
and 9c; eggs showing lo.ss of quality 
now very badly and heavy percentiJg- 
es of No. 2 in manyxases; .“hip them^ 
often. Poultry—Live''hHipments ra¬ 
ther scarce and prices unchanged; bet¬ 
ter prices quoted by Calgary markets 
on dre'ssed fowl, best quality will make 
20@21c; .some good quality turkeys 
bring 20@22c, but demand only limit¬ 
ed. 

Not much potatoes moving during 
the past week. Care in .seetl selection 
will help sales next fall, when grading 
will be more stringent.

MAY GEfNlPECIAL COAL RATE 


Negotiations are still proceeding 
with a view) to obtaining a special 
rate on coal from Alberta to Ontario 
points which might be effective dur¬ 
ing the coming .summer months. H. 
Stutchbury, trade commissioner for 
Alberta, retumerl from eastern Cana¬ 
da this week after conducting nego¬ 
tiations with the federal government 
and the "Canadian National Railway 
officials. An effort is being made to 
secure assistance of the federal gov¬ 
ernment for a special rate of $6.00 ton 
in train lots for Alberta coal to On¬ 
tario points on an amount of about 
100,000 tons. Premier Greenfield, who 
is at pre.scnt in the east, has the mat¬ 
ter in hand. Mr. Stutchbury during 
his visit east, also continued investiga¬ 
tions in connection with tlie experi¬ 
ment to make various grades of pa¬ 
per out of wheat straw frorn Alberta. 
Great succe.ss has already attended 
the.se experiment.s.

HORSE ROUND-UP 


The provincial department of agri¬ 
culture is making arrangements for 
rounding up about 10,000 wild horse's 
ruuning at large on the range ureas 
of southern Alberta in the Bow Valley 
district, and other open range sections 
in that portion of the province. The 
round up will be held some time in 
June, acconling to pre.sent arrange¬ 
ments. Officials of the department of 
agriculture announce corrals will be 
built within the next weeks or two. 
These corrals will be built of planks 
and will be large enough to hold ap¬ 
proximately 10,000 horses. It is es.ti- 
matt*d by ranchers, in the southern 
I'art of the province that the wild 
horses number approximately 10,001) 
or mofe. Some of the.se horses are i 
strays, whicli have conie into that di^t- 
rict fix)m oth'ei’ parte of the province^ 
and have not been claimed by the ow n- 
I crs. Only a small |>ercontagc of the 
' hor.ses, however, are branded and real- 
^ ly belong to the ranchers. For years 
i)rove.s of horse... have been running at 
large in this district and are practical- 
' ly wild. According to pre...ent ar- 
rung'ements, rider..» y^^ilj be eiiinlo ved 
bv the government te lovlK/ up the 
horses and bring them to the corrals 
where they will be fed until they have 
'' been disposed of. ’ J 

A certain percentage of the horses 
or at-least tlioso which are bran(le(’, 
will probably be claimed by the own¬ 
ers, while the remainder will he .sold 
at auction. The horsc.s that are brand- 
I cd can only Ix' claimed after paying 
' the government $2 a head for round¬ 
ing them up. The Hon. U.d. Reid, 
acting minister of agriculture, says 
the horses that are not clairiied will be 
offered by public auction. There will 
be some up^iot price fixed, whicli will 
be probably $10 a head. If the hors¬ 
es are not sold at the upset price or 
more, the deiiartment will take what¬ 
ever means available for disposing of 
them./ As yet it has not boon definite¬ 
ly decided what will be done with the 
hor.ses, if the demand at the auction 
sale is not sufficient to take care of 
the ten thousand. There is a pos..-ibi- 
JJty-that some of the animals can b<' 
shipped to other countries, where they 
can be u.=ed as cavalry mounts or for 
similar purposes. Mr. Reid said some 
good specimens of draft and .saddle 
horses aie found on the range. Some 
of the horses arc fa’rly gooil dr.aft 
grades weighing upwards n"f 1,200 
pounds. I'p until the la.st five or si.\ 

\ ears, when the prices of hor.ses drop¬ 
ped below the mai'k where there were 
good [irofite in hor.se ranching, several 
of the ranchers in the southern por¬ 
tion of the. province imported good 
standard bred and thoroughbred stal¬ 
lions, and as a result, a large per¬ 
centage of the wild horses show good 
blood and if broken would be f of a 
serviceable type. 

The bigge.st difficulty will bo to ob¬ 
tain people who will break the horses, 
ff Hiey were broken to ride or drive 
there would bo little ditficulty in sell-1 
ing them, acooriling to otficiahs of tin ) 
('epartmont of agric.ulturo. But riilcrsl 
of the type who can liandle tlieso hors¬ 
es are scarce, and accordingly, it is 
not expected that many will go nn: old 
that have already boon ri<lden. 


NEW Wra POLICY 

Details of the new policy for the 
control and eradication of weeds in the 
Province, wliich was decided upo!i by 
Hon. George Hoadley, Minister of Ag¬ 
riculture, before going overseas, were 
elaborated at a conference liedd on 
May 10, of the new advisory be>ard on 
weed policy, with Hon. R. G. Reid, act¬ 
ing Minister of Agriculture, a-s chair¬ 
man. ’Fhose present were Earl Cook, 
M.L.A., for Pincher Creek; W. 11. 
Shields, M. L. A., for Machod; P, 
Enseiiaur, M.L.A., for Alexandria and 
W. H. Fairfield, Superintendent of the 
Dominion Experimental Farm at Leth¬ 
bridge, together with otficialsyif the 
Department of Agriculture. The new 
policy as advocated by the Minister of 
.Agriculture, will emphasize the educa¬ 
tional pha.se of eradication rather 
than punishment for non-destruction 
of wee<ls. Fie,ld supervi.sors have been 
appointed, who will take the place of 
the old sy.-tem of wevd ihsp>'ctors. 
These supervisors will work in close 
co-ordination witli the agricultural 
representatives and the principals of 
the agricultural .schools,, in oivli r that 
the- local conditions of their various 
(listi'icts may bo more thoroughly mas- 
teied with respect to weed control. 
TheJ/ will also, rather than adopt polic¬ 
ing methods, work in an advj.sory ca- 
I acity to farmers, municipal councils 
and municipal weed inspectors as to 
the best methods of cultivation, and 
weed eradication. Before commencing 
their field work, the new field super¬ 
visors will hold confciences witJi the 
agricultural representatives and prin¬ 
cipals of the agricultural scliools on 
features of the new work. It is ahso 
the plan that the supervi.sors shall ar- 
lange meetings among tlie formers 
for educational purpo.ses. The'weeds 
which will be concentrated upon arc 
llie perennial sow tliistlo, Canada this¬ 
tle, stink^weed, blue lettuce, wild oa'ts 
and mustard, but attention will be paid 
in every tiistrict to the weed problems 
peculiar to the district. It is planned 
to have posters printed, with colored 
plates of the.se weeds, for distribution 
among the rural schools, to municipal 
councils and other authorities who are 
intere.sted in the. control o(i these 
weeds.

CROP REPORT 

Wheat seeding in Alliorta will lx 
practically completed over the entire 
provinee by May 20. .Se<’<ling of oats 
is well under way. About 2r) pen- cent 
of the early sown wheat is n .w ap¬ 
pearing above ground and is in heal¬ 
thy condition. Moisture conditions in 
the major portion of the province arc 
still satisfactory, and the new crop is 
germinating well, particularly on sum- 
nierfallow. Xherc has been practically 
no precipitation for more than a fort- 
night, however, and hot, dry winds for 
the past few days have had a tendency 
to dry out the soil, so that tlie need 
of rain will be felt within a short time 
though the' good storage of moisture 
in the soil at the l)rginning'of,Ahe sea¬ 
son in most' districts has given the 
new crop a splendid start. Rain is 
ui gently needed in south-eastern lo¬ 
calities which were not favored with 
the same winter and spring precipi¬ 
tation as the other districts of the pro-, 
vincc. Wheat acreage thus far seeded 
does not roach last year’s extent, but 
the coming of more moisture in the 
near future with have a tendency to 
increa.se the area seeded to this crop. 
The area in oats is likely to be some¬ 
what greater than last year. In the 
.southern districte alfalfa is making a 
good sliowing, there having been pr.ac- 
tically no winter killing, and in these 
districts also tliere will be large area 
j planted to fdd<Ier crops such as com 
j and sweet clover. The farm labor si- 
' tuation has been kepi well in hand b> 

I the labor bureaus, and practic.ally evo- 
! ry demand has been met to date.
